Washington, Jan. 6.—An appeal to 


the bankers of the country not to raise 
interest rates on deposits in a scramble 
for out-of-town balances was made to- 
day by Governor Harding of the fed- 
e,ral reserve board, in opening a confer- 
ence of representatives of clearing house 
associations from all parts of the coun- 
try. 


Governor Harding served warning 
that the federal reserve board did not 
recognize any relations t tween the 
raise in rediscount rate of federal re- 
serve banks and the interest paid by 
member banks on deposit and gave no- 
tyce that the board will be free to raise 
or lower its rediscount rate whenever 
the Industrial or commercial situation 
might require*such action. 


About 50 bankers were present. After 
Governor Harding had completed his 
remarks they went in to .executive ses- 
sion to consider the question of interest 
rates. 


Governor Harding predicted that fur- 
ther increase over the present redis- 
count rate of 4% per cent at the federal 
reserve bank of New York would be 
necessary but he protested against "a 
scramble for deposits."
